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NEED S NO RECEIVER. 


Superior Judge Wellborn Decisively Denies A pplica- 
tion of Few Minority Stock holders — Expresses Confi- 
dence in New Directorate to Conserve the Interests of 
the Concern—Sees No Reason for Expensive Step. j 


UDGE WELLBORN of the Aupe- 

rior Court decisively turned down 

the application of a few minority 
stockholders of the Los Angeles In- 
vestment Company for. the appoint- 
ment of a receiver yesterday. 

The court said in effect that he has 
confidence in the new directors to con- 
serye the interests of the company 
and to aid in rehabilitation until such 
time as the majority stockhJiders 
meet and elect directors for 1914. 

The court declared he would have 
no hesitancy in appointing a receiver 
if in his judgment such a step were 
necessary, but that he sees no good 
cause toftake so drastic an action. 

“IT think the plaintiffs, stockholders 
in this company, can get all the reitief 
necessary to be obtained from the de 
facto new board,” said the judge. 
“There is no allegation in the amend- 
ed complaint that they refuse to do 
the things you say your clients want. 

“Why saddle this corporation with 
an expensive receivership, when 
there is nothing to show but what the 
new board is acting for the best in- 
terests of all concerned? I think such 
a step would be gross injustice.” 
THE MAIN QUESTION. 

The hearing before Superior Judge 
Wellborn yesterday morning was 
mainly on the question of a receiver- 
ship for the Los Angeles Investment 
Company. The action was brought 
by Warren L. Withrow and others 
and against the investment company 
and the individual members of the 
old and new directorates. 

This was an amended complaint, 
the court allowing Attorneys’ Ball 
and Moore, representing the so-called 
minority stockholders, to fille a fresh 
complaint setting forth allegations 
which were left out of the first one

At the outset Judge Wellborn said 
that the question of the appointment 
of a receiver was the important thing 
to be considered. He said upon the 
allegations of the complaints from a 
legal standpoint, there was no ques- 
tien but what the plaintiffs were en- 
titled to some relief if later on they 
Can prove their case.

“But, assuming that every allega- 
tion in your complaint is true,” said 
Judge Wellborn, addressing himself 
to the lawyers for the plaintiffs, “yet 
I see no reason why it is necessary 
to invoke the aid of this court for the 
appointment of a receiver. The deci- 
sions are nearly all against the tak- 
ing away of the control of a corpora- 
tion from the hands of trustees and 
vesting it in a receivership.” 

O'Melveny suggested at this point 
that it were well to bear in mind also 
that there will be an annual election 
of officers in January, and that no 
showing has been made court that 
the new directors will wa the as- 
sets of the concern. 

The court seemed to think this a 
good suggestion, for he referred to 
it several times in the course of his 
remarks from the bench. 

Former Judge Bordwell said also 
that in this election there is no in- 
tention of voting the 711,000 shares 
of stock offered the new board by 
Elder and his associates. He said the 
intention of the n now in control 
is to act solely for the interests of the 
stockholders and to bring about such 
business deals and compromises as 
will add to the assets and decrease the 
Habilities of the company. 

The speaker also referred to the 
fact that there is on file a petition 
signed by many hundred stockholders, 
representing more than 1,000,000 
shares, asking that a receiver be not 
appointed. This petition was not 
read, as the action of the court ren- 
dered it unnecessary. 

ARGUES AND SNEERS. 

Attorney Ball made a talk which 
smacked more of a jury argument 
than a cold, impartial marshaling of 
law before a court. He, almost weep- 
tried to depict the woes of some 
of his clients, and declared Elder 
and his former co-directors worse 
than pirates. He said the company's 
stockholders need protection and 
sneered about the wealth and stand- 
ing of some of the new directors with- 
out mentioning names. 

Ball forgot to mention, however, 
that the present board its giving its 
time to the solving of most perplex- 
ing questions without any remunera- 
tion, and that the sole object of these 
men is to subserve the interests of 
the stockholders and uphold a large 
corporation from being undermined.

CAUCASIAN BRIGAND 
KILLED BY SOLD 


Famous Russian Outlaw, Noted for His Daring .

O8SCOW, Nov. 25.—Ruasians all

of the death of Zelimkhan, the King 
of Caucasian brigands; has at last 
been officially confirmed, bringing «a 
sense of infinite relief to the military 


| authorities in his zone of action. As 


usually the case in connection with 

the majority of well-behaved brig- 
ands, there are numberless tale 
only most of them well authenticated 
in Zelimkhan’s case—of generosity 
to enemies and real kindness towards 
the poor, the weak, the oppressed. 

Zelimkhan was one of the mos? 
picturesque, daring and elu- 
sive figures in the whole annals of 
| brigandage; and there could be no 
truer parallel to the gory happenings 
of a dime novel than a record of his 
countiess exploits on the Caucasian 
ranges. 

Belo to the Mohammedan 
Tchetchen tribe, Zelimkhan was born 
in the Tersk Province. His parents 
lived in affluent circumstances, and 
until a mature age he led the peace- 
ful life of a mountaineer. Then a 
family drama the course of 
his life—a drama connected with pas- 
sion and with crime, 


fellow-villager, Shougaip, 
were suitors for the hand of the 
same girl. In an evil moment Sal- 
tan Mured and Zelimkhan decided to 
bring the affair to a climax, and they 
forcibly abducted the girl, famous 
throughout all ‘Southern Russia for 
her beauty. But the authorities suc- 
cessfully intervened, and the girl was 
returned to her parents. Shortly aft- 
erwards she was wedded to Shougaip. 
BLOOD FEUD. 

The Zelimkhan family 
themselves dishonored and between 
the rival families a “doushman"’— 
blood feud—-was declared, resulting 
in murder being committed on both 
sides. n the authorities inter- 
vened, and this time Zelimkhan was 
thrown into fall. He effected a most 
daring escape, fled to the mountains, 
and straightway went into business 
as a brigand. And he was joined by 
his father and his brother, Sultan 
Murad. 

The warlike tribes of the Caucasus 
bitterly resent any interference with 
their customs and inter-tribal affairs 
on the part of the Russian govern- 
ment, and the three Kelimkhan Ish- 
maels, furious at what they regarded 
as the persecution of their family in 
this affair, quickly revenged them- 
selves. First they murdered the 
Senior Assistant Chief of District, 
Lieut.-Col. Debrovolsky, and then his 
Chief, Col. Galaroff. These acts 
marked the commencement of a 
long series of bloody deeds, which 
they carried out with the help of the 
fifteen armed comrades whom they 
had enlisted under their banner. 

Later the band attacked the farm 
of a sheep-breeder, named Mesetzeff, 
near Hassaf Yurt. Mesetsef? was 
made captive and only released on 
payment of a ransom of 18,000 


roubles ($9500.) Zelimkhan and his 
band successfully eluded the military: 
but, in making their escape to the 
mountains, they unexpectedly en- 
countered an armed party of the rival 
Shougaip family. 4 fight ensued, 
during which Zelimkhan's father and 
brother were killed,

Zelimkhan'’s next coup was the 
robbery of a large jewelry store in

ANTA ANA, Dec. 13.—A. K Lyon,

Indirectly, they 
will benefit by the splendid develop- 
ment that will fellow the spreading 
of Owens River water over thousands 
of fertile acres, its greater productivity 
and the employment of thousands of 
men now out of work. 

In their conferences with the An- 
nexation Commissioners, it has de- 
veloped that in immediate results in 
dollars and cents to the individual 
communities and the people who com- 
pose them, the advantages are 
tangible. The purely agricultural dis- 
trictea have recognized the absolute 
necessity for securing the water from 
the outset. Now the cities and towns

Cheaper lights and cheaper water, 
which Los Angeles can secure, will 
constitute a big ttem to the resident 
of the anne towns.

the towns the water rates are, $1.25 
to $1.50 ‘per month. Los Angeles has 
fixed a rate of 75 cents and can main- 
tain it at that level or lower. Cheap- 
er lights must inevitably follow for 
Los Angeles is about to develop and 
distribute power of its own, and can 
furnish it at a much lower figure 
than now prevails throughout the 
county. 

Each town or district will be ex- 
pected to assume its burden of taxa- 
tion consequent upon the iasuance of 
aqueduct bonds.

ARE STRIKES EVER JUSTIFIABLE? - 

S a result of the intolerable conditions said to exist among the workers 

in the more poorly-paid grades of labor, a general strike is threatened 

in England, Scotiand and Wales. 
to those it is presumed to help, we must remember that no inference can 
be drawn, as to the justification of such a programme, from the general 
conditions of labor in our own country. Our day laborers in California are 
day laborer exists on a scanty wage that a Mexican working on our street 
and grading gangs world scornfully refuse.
